A TOUCHING TRIBUTE _ 


The funeral of the late Mr. Marcel 
Rowet de Journel, manager of the 


|Yocal branch of the Banque Indus- 


trielle de Chine, whose sudden death 
was recorded invyesterday’s Ching 
Mail, took: place at. the Roman 
Catholic Cemetery, Happy Valley, 
yesterday evening. Prior to the start 
of thé funeral procession a short but 
impressive service was held at the 
Cathedral of the Immaculate Concep-~ 
tion, Glenealy. The Rev. Fr. Souvet 


J officiated, assisted by the Rev. Fr. 


Bianchi. ~ Amongst those ‘present at 
the Cathedral were M. Hauchecorne 
(French Consul) and Captain C. E,W. 

After the service, 
the procession was formed outside 
the Cathedral The staff: of the 
Banque Industrielle de Chine acted 
as chief mourners, and walked im- 
mediately behind the cortege. The 
presence of ‘orphans and other poor 
Children of the French Convent, who 
lined the path leading to the chapel, 
was a touching tribute to the 
charity of the deceased vl 
‘a great- interest in the good 
work of the nuns. The service at 
the graveside was conducted by the 
Rev. Fr. Souvet, assisted by the Rev. 
Frs. Bianchi and-Ouillon. : 
‘After the’ service, the French 
Consul, M. Hauchecorne, paid a 
touching-tribute to the memory of 
ithe deceased whose sudden demise, 
he said, was ‘a great loss to the 
French community and, ‘particularly, 
to the Banque Industrielle de. Chine 
which owed its position as‘one of the 
smoét valuable institutions among the 
French ‘Colony to .bis business 
acumen. There was not “one ~of 
them who having recourse to his 
advice and help had not. found 
him to be a man of - never- 
failing courtesy .and tact, whole- 
heartedly willing tb sustain the 
interests of the French community in 
this conntry.. Of these qualities no 
expression could be found adequately

Many of 
these officers have become Commun- 
ists. Many others, while not becom: 
ing Communists, are completely de- 
voted t0- their duty for quite other 
Teasons.”” 

‘We tucned then to the question of 
industrial _corscription. 1 told him 
tnat the previous night I had heard 
him sey something which I had: rot 
been able to remember accurately, to 
the effect that the idea’ of industrial 
conscription is nor a new ingraft on 
Socialism, but hes always been .im- 
plicit in the idea.

“You ‘would now. ‘Bur you would 
not if you had been through a revolu- 
tion, and, seen your country in such 
a state thar only the united concen- 
trated effort of everybody in it could 
possibly re-establish it. , That is the 
position here. Everybod} knows the 
position. and that there is no’ other 
way.“ But once things begin to im- 
Prove. the need for compulsion will 
disappear, together with the crisis, and 
eventually work will become a kind 
of sport.’ 

With my last question I returned to 
the Polish war. ‘* Do you think,” I 
asked, “ that the Polish war, if it 
deve‘ops, will mean a.long postpone- 
ment, of the work of reconstruction?”
